I ^1 I iValentine Becker and his three 
brothers, namely: iGeorge, i Conrad- and 
I Michael Becker, were among the 190 
passengers, "Palatinates" from Germany, 

who emigrated to America, August 27, 
1737, in the ship ."Snow Betsey," with 
Eobert Buden as Commander, from 
Eotterdam, last from Deal. 

A tract of land was surveyed and 
deeded to iValentine Becker in Warwick 
township, Lancaster county. Pa., March 
25, 1738, by Thomas and Eichard Penn, 
Esquires and Proprietors and Governors 
of the Province of Pennsylvania and 
counties of New Castle, Kent and Sussex 
on the Delaware. 

October 28, 1746, another tract was 
granted to the same party, adjoining the 
former and the two were combined into 
one tract. 

The land was marked by black oak 
and white oak trees. It contained in all 
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one-hundred and forty-two acres with six 
acres for roads, including meadows- 
marshes, savannah swamps, woods, under- 
woods, timber, trees, way, water, mines, 
minerals, quarries, with three full and 
clear fifth parts of all royal mines, free 
from all deduction reprisals for digging 
and refining the same, and also one-fifth 
part ore of all other mines delivered at 
Portsmouth. Also free leave, right and 
liberty to and for Valentine Becker and 
his descendents to hawk, hunt, fish and 
fowl, in and upon his land. 

He paid twenty-two pounds in lawful 
money of Pennsylvania and a yearly quit 
or ground rent at the town of Lancaster, 
annually the first day of March, one-half 
penny sterling for every acre. 

Witness, Anthony Palmer, Esq , Pres- 
ident of the Council of the Province, hath 
set his hand and caused the Great Seal of 

the Province to be affixed at Philadelphia 
the eighteenth day of March, the twenty- 
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first year of the reign of King George the 
Second over Great Britain, &c., and the 
thirteenth year of the said Proprietary 
Governors. 

September 24, 1760, it was conveyed 
from Valentine to the son aAmold for the 
sum of three hundred pounds. 

In 1785 sChristian bought twenty 
acres adjoining his father's for ten 
pounds. September 10, 1795 the original 
passed from Arnold to their son sChristian 
for and in consideration of their natural 
love and affection which they had and 
bore toward their son and for other good 
reasons, some of them mentioned in the 
Deed. It was given to him for the sum of 
five shillings lawful money of Pennsyl- 
vania, containing one-hundred and forty- 
two acres. 

The services that had to be done by 

aChristian Becker or his successors to his 
father or mother during their lifetime, 
yiz.: the use of the house with the garden

and stable for his cows, which had to be 
fed and milked by their son or his ser- 
vants and the milk to be brought to the 
house ; the use of one horse whenever in 
need of any ; he had to provide his father 
and mother's household with firewood, cut 
and carried to the house, also with wheat, 
pork, grease, beef, hemp, flax, wool and 
soap, as much as was needed. 

In 1800 five acres were bought and in 
1812 ten acres were bought, with property 

on it, by aChriatian Becker, adjoining the 
other. 

In 1816 and 1827 a few acres were 
bought to it again. 

August 26, 1826, the old homestead 
passed from sChristian Becker to their 
son 4Henry, which was said to contain 
one-hundred and forty-two acres, but by a 
resurvey was found to contain one-huu- 
dred and seventy-eight acres and twenty- 
eight perches of the whole part, but it 
was now divided into two parts, not know- 
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ing how many acres the old homestead 
contained at this time. He pajid $2800. 

In 1834 4Henry Becker had obtained 
letters from the Governor of the United 
States for a useful improvement in con- 
sideration-of distilling, combining expedi- 
tion and economy of fuel, etc. This 
system of distilling is in use to this day. 
He never received the patent for it as the 
office burned down at the time and when 

he looked about it some other person was 
ahead of him. 

September 12, 1835, aChristian Becker 
made a Will and directed that his Ex- 
ecutors, Jacob Erb, John Forney and 
Abraham Eichler, make sale of the ten 
acre property formerly their dwelling 
place. It was sold December 30, 1837, to 
John Michael for $850.00. In 1858 it was 
bought by sLevi Becker (son of 4Henry) 
from Abraham Lehn for $1360.00. After 
the death of sLevi Becker it was sold to 
Henry K. Erb, who owns it at present. 
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April 23, 1836, the farm now owned by 
John Hess, a' part of the original land, was 
passed from .^Christian Becker to 4B[enry. 
It contained one-hundred and four acres 

and twenty-five perches. The price pai(J 
was $7291.98. 

The following thingp are mentioned 
in the Will made by 4Henry Becker in 
1854. He bequeaths to his wife so much 
of his household furniture, etc., for her 
use ; the old homestead had to be divided 
- in two parts by a division line, making 
tract having no building to contain ber 
tween 85 or 100 acres and the residence 
thereof to be the old homestead; he 
directs the whole of his real estate to be 
appraised in manner as by law and his 
sons shall have the right to accept said 
real estate at appraised value; he be- 
queaths to each of his six sons double the 
sum to each of his nine daughters ; if his 
wife desires to carry on farming she had 
the opportunity ; he also charged a lien of 
a certain amount of money on the farm. 
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the interest to be paid anuaally to his 
widow from the time she quits farming. 

March 29, 1854, sElias, son of 4Henry 
Becker, accepted a tract containing eighty- 
seven acres and ooe-hundred and thirty- 
two perches at appraised value, whereupon 
he erected buildings. After the death of 
sElias it passed to his son ^Franklin, who 
owns it at present, 1900. 

November 20, 1854, having valued 
and appraised the real estate of 4Henry 
Becker in seven purparts. No. 1, the old 
homestead for the sum of $97.00 per acre 
was accepted by 5john the oldest son. It 
contained 119 acres, 151 perches. The 
said lien was to be deducted from it. 

March 19, 1855, sJohn, sHenry and 
sLevi Becker and Peter Martin, Executors 
of 4Henry Becker, deceased, sold to John 
Erb that which 3Christian granted to his 
son 4Henry. This farm was refused at 
appraised value. It contained 104 acres 
and 25 perches and was sold for $9235.345. 
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April 4, 1867 it was sold to John Shreiner 
for $113493. April 1, 1879 it was sold to 
Daniel Graybill for 1263.52. March 21, 
1894 it was sold to John Hess for $145 94 
per acre. March 29, 1856 the old home-, 
stead was received by sisrael Becker, son 
of 4Henry, from sJohn, his brother, for 
$1.00 lawful money more. 

In 1862 or '63 Sisrael Becker bought a 
small property from Levi Fralich adjoining 
his farm, whereon was a small log house 
with a bake oven quite close to it. This 
accidentally caught fire which consumed 
it several years afterwards. 

After the death of Israel Becker two 
tracts of the old homestead were sold, one 
to Henry Buch and the other to Jacob 
Graybill. The remaining, containing 92 
acres and 142 perches, was accepted by 
6john, son of sisrael Becker, at appraised 
value on August 31, 1886, for $13,468.68 
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INTERESTING INCIDENTS. 

3Christian and Anna Becker, when 
they retired from the farm, lived on 
the ten acre property adjoining, .but later 
when they got to be old and feeble they 
lived with their daughter, Mrs. Eichler, 
at Brunnerville; where they died. 

sChristian Becker, while farming, 
would not keep any horses except black 
ones ; he at one time had fifteen. 

4Henry Becker was a miller and dis- 
tiller; blacksmithing was can'ied on on 
his premises ; they also tried to invent all 
sorts of things. He had delivery teams 
for journeying between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg. One time on his way home 
from Philadelphia he had to cross a stream 
of water near Millway which had risen 
considerably. He filled his pockets with 
stones and then urged himself with his 
team of five horses to go through. When 
the leading horse began to swim he com- 
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menced to pelt him with stones, and thus 
got through safely. He was quite a pedes- 
trian. He often started at Jiis home in 
the morning, walked to Lancaster, from 
there to Columbia, transacted his business 
and returned the same day, a distance of 
35- miles. It is also said that he once 
walked to Harrisburg and on the way he 
met a man whom he knew. The man asked 
him to go home with him and he would 
give him a horse to ride. But he said, 
"I have horses myself." He used to give 

as an answer that his horses were tied 
fast, when asked why he walked. He was 
a great fisherman, too. He spent many a 
night at the creek, at what is called bob- 
bing. 

The old homestead which is now owned 
by the sixth generation of Beckers, was 
always passed from a father to a son. The 
first house, a log cabin, stood near where 
now is the dividing lilie of land between 
5John and F. S. Becker, in the orchard, at 
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the stream of water. Half part of the 
house at present was built by sChristian 
and Anna Becker, as shown by the dressed 
sandstone in the front wall, in 1793. The 
other part was built by 4Henry, or 
Henne, and Bebecca in 1850. A frame 
kitchen was attached to it by Israel and 
Caroline Becker in 1879. 

The bam which preceded the present 
one had stood alongside near the house 
where the orchard now is and was built of 
logs. The road passed in front of the 
house and bam, the reverse of conditions 
at present. The present bam was built 
by 4Henry, or 4Henne, and Susan Becker 
in 1824. There is running water at the 
house and bam which comes through pipes 
from a spring probably a few hundred 
yards up through the swamp. It is un- 
changed since the days when our fore" 
fathers drank of it. It is not known of 
any well ever being dug on the premises. 
The graveyard, known as Becker's grave- 
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yard, is up on the hill in the field back of 
the house. Here lie buried the forefathers 
of the families which owned the farm. 
Eire graves have no tombstones but the 
mounds show where they lie buried- 
Their ages could not be found anywhere or 
else they would have been supplied by 
Israel Becker.

GENEALOGY. 

iValentine BecjJ^er, who was called 
Felty Becker and his wife Christianna, 
were of German descent. No information 
could be had how many children they had, 
except of one son named ^Arnold who was 
married to Barbara Landis, who was of 
Swiss descent. No details can be given of 
their primitiye faith ; probably they were 
of the Old Mennonite church, as the 
Palatinates were seeking refuge in a 
strange country on account of religious 
persecution. They had a family of three 
children, namely : aPeter born May 12, 
1756, died in 1833, was married to Barbara 
Bear. 3Christian, born February 19, 1759, 
died August 10, 1837; was married to 
Anna Brubaker. ^Barbara, born Septem- 
ber 28, 1770, died October 25, 1862, was 
married to Dr. Samuel Fahnestock. 
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sPeter, first son of ^Amold and Barbara 
(Landis) Becker was bom May 12, 1756, 
died in 1838; was married to Barbara 
Bear. She was born February 1, 1761, 
died November 29, 1835. 

They belonged to the Old Mennonite 
church. 

They lie buried in an old graveyard 
on the farm now owned by C. Bomberger, 
formerly Becker's land, about IJ miles 
South West of Lititz, Pa. 

They each have two lime tomb stones 
and the head stones are marked, one by 
the letters and date P. B., 1833 and the 
other B. B., 1832. 

sPeter Becker had been in the Revolu- 
tionary War, serving at hauling provisions. 

He was a blacksmith by trade. 

They bad seven children, namely : 
4John, 4Peter, 4Barbara, 4Henry, 4Nancy, 
Elizabeth and 4Kev. Christian. 

4john B. Becker was bom January 5, 
1785, died September 3, 1847, married 
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Elizabeth Herr. She was born in 1792 
and died in 1870. They belonged to the 
Old Mennonite church and lived on a 
farm between Lancaster and Millersville, 
Pa , which place is still retained by his 
grand- son, 6John H. Becker, at present. 
They had four children, namely : SAnnie, 
sMagdalena, sChristian and sBarbara, 

sAnnie H. Becker was bom April 1, 
1811, died February 23, 1869. She be- 
longed to the Old Mennonite church. 

5Magdalena H. Becker was born No- 
vember 17, 1813, died August 29, 1869. 
She was a member of the Old Mennonite 
church. 

SChristian H. Becker was bom April 
13, 1817 and died April 22, 1885. He 
married Mary Hostetter, who was bom 
May 5, 1820 and died September 25, 1835. 
They belonged to the Old Mennonite 
church. They had four childen, namely : 
6Catharine, ^Magdalena, 6John, ^Lizzie. 

^Catharine H. Becker was born Jan- 
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uary 5, 1849 and died September 29, 1851. 
^Magdalena H. Becker was bom No- 
yember 22, 1851. She is dead. She was 
married to Milton L. Landis. They be- 
longed to the Old Mennonite church and 
lived in Upper Leacok township. They 
had one son, Milton B., bom June 21,1 877. 
November 14, 1899 he married Susie 
S. Bohrer, of near Mechanicsburg. 

6 John H. Becker was bom September 8, 
1853. He married Fannie H. Miller, who 
was bom December 28,1854. They belonged 
to the Old Mennonite church. They 
had seven children, namely: 7 Amos M., 
bom January 18, 1881 ; yChristian M., 
bom December 11, 1882 ; 7Ella M., bom 
Febraary 3, 1885, died February 24, 1886; 
yJohn M., bom April 29, 1886, died May 

13, 1891 ; 7Fannie M., bom April 8, 1888 ; 
yHarry M., bom September 1, 1890 ; 7 Annie 
M., bom December 8, 1893; 7infant 
daughter bom dead, July 26, 1895. 

6Lizzie H. Becker was bom March 
26, 1855 and married Milton L. Landis. 
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They belong to the Old Mennonite church. 
They have two children, namely : 7Cora, 
7Clara. 

sBarbara H. Becker was born July 5, 
1821, and died November 27, 1890. She 

belonged to the Old Mennonite church. 

4Peter B. Becker with his family 
moved to Ohio long ago. Not 'more in- 
formation could be given of him and his 
descendnnts than that he had a crippled 
son who moved himself with a chair out 

intbe fields to work ; he crept on his knees 
and walked with crutches. He used to 
thrash rye. He was healthy but his legs 
were crippled from the effects of going 
into cold spring water when he was a boy. 
4Barbara B. Becker was bom January 
28, 1787, and died March 26, 1871. She 
was married to Peter Swarr. They be- 
longed to the Old Mennonite church. 
They had seven children, namely; sJohn, 
sPeter» sChristian, SJacob, sBenjamin 
(died), sPolly, sElizabeth. 
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SJohn Swarr married Susan Frick. 
They belonged to the Old Mennonite 
church. They had nine children, namely : 
6Eliza, ^Benjamin, ^Aaron, 6Mary 'Ann, 
6Susan, ^Barbara, ^jyiaj^^a^ 6Sarah, 

6Fannie. 

6Eliza Swarr married Henry Heishey-. 
They beldng to the Old Mennonite church* 
They have one child, namely : 7Adam, 
married to Annie B* ar. They have five 
children, namely : ^JiUa, married to Jacob 
Boland; they have one 9child; SLizzie, 
sPannie, ^Adam, ^Harry. 

6Benjamin F. Swarr married Mary 
Lehman. She belongs to the New Menno- 
nite church. They had eight children, 
namely ; 7Lemon, rHarry, 7Milton, 7Eddie» 
7Frank, 7Lillian, 7£mma and 7Mamie. 

7Lemon Swarr married Lizzie Haver- 
stick.

6Aaron Swarr [is dead. He was mar- 
mied to Elizabeth Minnich. They be- 
longed to the German Baptist church. 
They had five children, namely: 7 Amanda, 
7Benry, 7Hiram, 7Lizzie and 7John. 

7Amanda Swarr married Samuel 
Rutt They belong to the German Baptist 
church. 

7Henry Swarr married Clara Cassel. 
They belong to the German Baptist 
church. They have two children, namely : 
SMary and ^Charley. 

7Hiram Swarr married Mabel Toy. 

7Lizzie Swarr married Phares Becker. 
She belongs to the German Baptist 
church. They have three chi Idren, namely ; 
^May, spaul and ^Charley.

6Susan Swarr married Christian 
Hershey, who is dead. They belonged to 
the Old Mennonite church They had 
eight children, namely : 7Phares, 7Ellen, 
7John, 7Lizzie, 7Susan, 7Fannie, 7Annie 
and 7Harvey. 

7Phares Hershey married Myra 
Bisser. They belong to the Old Menuo- 
nite church. They have three children.

November 13, 1847 ; died August 16, 1877;

They bad two chil- 
dren. 6Mary Swarr married Henry Stauf- 
fer. They have three children, namely :

sPoUy Swarr was bom December 31, 
1813, and married John Kauffman. He 
was bom May 10, 1808. They belonged 
to the Old Mennonite church. They had 
six children, namely : ^Emanuel, 6Anna, 
gElizabeth, 6John, 6Jacob and 6Amo8. 

6Emanuel Kauffman was bom Decem- 
ber 31, 1834, and died March 15, 1889.

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the Moravian church. They had seven 
children, namely : 7Amanda, 7Harry, 
7Harvey, 7Elmer, 7Lottie, 7Elizabeth and 
7Maurice.

They Jive in Lancas- 
ter city, Pa., and belong to the Lutheran

7Harry Kauff- 
man married Laura Enck. They belong 
to the Moravian church. They have three 
children, namely: ^Howard, ^Lottie and 
sLoyd. 7Harvey Kauffman was bom 
JuDe 18, 1859, and died September 22, 
1860. yElmer Kauffman died. yLottie 
Kauffman was bom January 16, 1864, and 
died December 28, 1886. yElizabeth 
Kauffman married William Appel. Th6y 
have two children, 

6Anna Kauffman was born April 14^ 
1835, married Henry Gochenauer ; he is 
dead. They belonged to the Old Menno- 
nite church.

7Andrew Gochenauer married Mary Herr. 

6Elizabeth Kauffman was born 
August 21, 1837, near Petersburg, Lan- 
caster county, Pa. She married Novem- 
ber 29, 1855, William, son of John and 
Eliza Evans. He was bom June 2:*,, 1833, 
near Neffsville, Lancaster county. Pa. 
They live at Lititz, Pa., and belong to the 
Moravian church. They have four chil- 
dren, namely: 7 John Fremont, 7William 
Clayton, 7Elmer Ellsworth and 7Mary 
. Elizabeth. 

7 John F. Evans was born October 1 7, 
1856. He married November 19, 1879, 
Ella Sturgis. She was born October 
27, 1857. They belong to the Moravian 
church. They had five children, namely : 
80 wen Garfield was born November 7, 
1880, and died May 16, 1885; 8Leon 
Edward was bom July 13, 1886 and died 
November H, 1891 ; 8 Jay Harry was born 
December 1, 18&9; sElizabeth Minerva 
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was bom January 14, 1894, and sMary 
Germanda was bom October 28, 1896' 
They live at Lititz, Pa. 

yWilliam C. Evans was bom April 
26, 1859. He married September 20, 
1882, Ella Grosh. She was bom July 
24, 1862. They live at Lititz, Pa., and 
belong to the Moravian church. They had

for her. They are buried in the beautiful 
Woodland Cemetery, as also are all their 
children, with the exception of Elizal eth, 
who is buried near Brookville, a small vil- 
lage about fourteen miles distant, and 
George, ^ho is buried in Lacon, Ind., aud 
Abraham in Waterville, Maine.

by electricity. . The untimely and sudden 
death of Mr. Starr, at Birmingham, where 
they had their laboratory, put an end to 
further efforts, for neither one of those left 
had the means to pursue the work and it 
was impossible at that early date to in- 
terest the stolid English in what they 
considered their hair brained vagaries. 
He with his family remained in London 
nearly four years. The family relation^ 
ship was always of the warmest nature. 
They have always had their reunions in 
the early days when brothers and sisters 
were living and many pleasant recollec- 
tions of the gatherings are had of the 
one who«has given these statements, whose 
lot was cast among them.
